This shows the 
necessity that some mow available place 
for thoir sthrugo should lie made, as 
well IIH that some better life snving ap- 
paratus than the usual bouts should bo 
provided for steamers. 
Two or three 


rafls of Home light material, that, ecntld 
have been readily dropped in tbe wa- 
ter without the possibility ijt'otiphizing, 
would have saved every life on the Wn- 
w asset.
